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ALBERT HOFMANN FOUNDATION INAUGURATED; 


CONSCIOUSNESS RESEARCH LIBRARY PLANNED 


By Ted Petramalo 

On October 2, 1988, the Albert Hof- 
mann Foundation was inaugurated with a 
benefit in Los Angeles’ Scottish Rite Tem- 
ple. The Foundation is anon-profit educa- 
tional corporation whose primary objec- 
tive is to establish a research library and 
information center devoted to the study 
and exploration of human conscious- 
ness. 

Albert Hofmann, the Swiss chemist 
who discovered lysergic acid diethyl- 
amide (LSD) in 1938, made a very rare 
American appearance. As the evening's 
key speaker he read from an English 
translation of his biography LSD: My Pro- 
blem Child. Hofmann is a firm believer in 
the medical benefits and the inherent 
sacredness of LSD yet he also acknow- 
ledges the many potential dangers in- 
volved in its misuse. He agrees with re- 
searchers who think thata consciousness 
altering substance suchas LSD may have 
been involved in the initiation and cere- 
monial rites of certain ancient Greek 
mystery religions. 

Hofmann’s interest in the research of 
consciousness expanding substances 
also led him to hunt down the “Sacred 
Mushrooms” of Mexico in the 1950's. He 
then became the first scientist to chemi- 


cally synthesize psilocybin and psilocin, 


the active ingredients in the “Sacred 
Mushrooms." Hofmann's research was 
also very unique in that he was one of the 
first scientists to experiment with the ef 
fects of consciousness altering sub- 
stances on himself. 

Joining Hofmann in the evening's cele- 
bration were author Terence McKenna, 
Stanley Krippner Ph.D, psychologist and 
researcher in the field of human con- 
sciousness, Andrew Weil M.D., specialist 
in the study of altered states of conscious- 
ness and holistic medicine, and John C. 
Lilly M.D., a pioneering researcher in the 
use of LSD in sensory isolation tanks. 

The proposed research center will 
house the many scattered and isolated 
thousands of scientific articles and bits of 
information that have been published on 
the therapeutic uses of mind altering sub- 
stances. The information center will func- 
tion strictly asa library and archive, taking 
no doctrinaire or political position. The 
Albert Hofmann Foundation also does not 
advocate the use of unauthorized 
substances but does wish to gather and 
protect the many unique records that may 
someday help qualified scientific in- 
vestigators experiment and fulfill the 
beneficial promise of consciousness ex- 
panding substances. 


Allen Ginsberg, Ken Kesey, Ram Dass, 
Paul Krassner, and Timothy Leary are 
among those expected to donate perti- 
nent books and memorabilia. Many 
resources such as computer equipment, 
reproduction equipment and furniture will 
also be needed. The Foundation is cur- 
rently searching for a suitable location in 
Los Angeles for the library.

to their anti-marijuana strategy as a 
policy of “suppression.” Isn't it time 
we came to terms with that word? 
One of my dictionaries defines “sup- 
press” as follows: to put down by force or 
abolish by authority; to keep from appear- 
ing or being known, to conceal. Applied to 
marijuana policy, the Government's pur- 
pose is to use force to keep marijuana use 
concealed. 

Fortunately, we live in a free society in 
which certain inalienable rights are 
guaranteed us by law. These rights make 
it next to impossible to abolish anything 
by the mere use of authority. These rights 
also force the government to come up 
with subtle means of suppression; any- 
thing too direct would be too crude and 
unacceptable to the American people. 

If HIGH TIMES was published in Ni- 
caragua, Chile, South Africa or North 
Korea, it would be shut down ina routine 
suppression of dissent. If the US Govern- 
ment tried to shut down an opposition 
magazine in this country, it would be im- 
mediately blocked by the courts. How- 
ever, this doesn’t meant that there aren't 
other ways of suppressing the use of 
marijuana. 

The marijuana issue is not about mari- 
juana use; it is about dissent. While the 
rhetoric of marijuana prohibition con- 
cerns the “drug abuse problem,” the ac- 


| he United States Government refers 


tual programs the Government regularly 
introduces are intended to keep mari- 
juana use from becoming too familiar to 
the American people. The objective is 
clear: to create a national intolerance of 
marijuana use, which will then shift mari- 
juana smokers out of the public debate 
and out of the public eye. 

One purpose of zero tolerance, para- 
‘quat, user accountability provisions, man- 
datory civil fines, the death penalty, urine 
testing and other extreme proposals in 
the "War on Drugs” is to discourage mar- 
ijuana smokers from going public. The 
Government has learned to live with 
marijuana use, but only as long as mari- 
juana users learn to live with prohibition. 

Decriminalization in the ‘70s sent a 
message to kids that marijuana was harm- 
less. | think what disturbed kids the most 
was that changing the laws was an admis- 
sion that the laws were wrong in the first 
place and that such an acknowledgement 
could result in erosion of respect for our 
social authorities. A policy of suppression 
of marijuana use fit quite nicely with the 
Reagan Administration's intention to. re- 
establish respect for authority figures and 
institutions. 

Whatever the drug policy of the in- 
coming administration will be, I think we 
have to educate the American people 
that the present policy is unfit for a dem- 
ocratic society. People support the 
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Reagan suppression because they've been 
told it will reduce drug use and abuse. If 
they realized that the only purpose of this 
program is simply to keep marijuana out 
of sight, they would not be willing to en- 
dure the erosion of civil liberties such a 
policy requires. 

Making the American people come to 
terms with the actions of their govern- 
ment is one of the fundamental objectives 
of our movement. But what about com- 
ing to terms with this “suppression” 
ourselves? 

We have two common responses to it. 
First is righteous indignation, ever 
present in this column and magazine. Sec- 
ond is paranoia. 

The standard explaination | get from 
people about why they haven't become 
involved with NORML is paranoia— 
they're afraid. Having just discussed our 
Government's suppression program, and 
having just argued that its purpose is to 
discourage you from getting involved 
with NORML, I can’t argue that this para- 
noia is without foundation. Sure, paranoia 
is justified, but giving in and giving up is 
not. |, like most of you, refuse to give in 
and give up. 

| probably have as much right as any- 
body to be paranoid. My responsibilities 
with NORML give me high visibility in the 
drug policy debate. | am frequently con- 
fessing my own marijuana use to the

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OH, CANADA! HEAT’S ON IN THE GREAT WHITE NORTH 


The week before Bill C-264 passed— 
nearly unanimously—in Canada's Par- 
liament last August, the Toronto Globe 
and Mail, spoonfed a caretully-worded | 
misrepresentation of the Bill's provisions 
by its sponsors, observed: “The legisla- 
tion is aimed solely at retail outlets that 
supply the prohibited goods. Simple pos- 
session of the items will not be illegal.” 

Then why, in October, were all 
copies of the November issue of HIGH 
TIMES, bound for Canadian newsstands, 
intercepted at the border by the “Prohib- 
ited Importation Department” and im- 
pounded in Customs sheds? 

“| guess the premise is that illegal 
activity is being promoted,” a somewhat 
bemused Dr. Patricia Ericson, 
researcher for the eminent Addiction 
Research Foundation in Toronto, 
diagnosed. “There was not a lot of public 
attention paid to this bill. | was surprised 
to see that it sailed right through the 
Parliment.”

An Act to Amend the Criminal Code 
(instruments and literature for illicit 
drug use) 


OFFENCE 


420.2 Every one who knowingly im- 
ports into Canada, exports from Canada 
manufactures, promotes or sells instru- 
ments or literature for illicit drug use is 
guilty of an offence and is liable on sum- 
mary conviction 

(a) for a first offence, to a fine not ex- 
ceeding one hundred thousand dollars 
($100,000) or to imprisonment for a term 
not exceeding six (6) months or to both; 
or 

(b) for a second or subsequent of- 


fence, to a fine not exceeding three hun- 
dred thousand dollars ($300,000) or to 
imprisonment for a term not exceeding 
one (1) year or both.

anti-drug law enforcement, but this new 
law appeared to give her pause. 


| “There's a lot of new appropriations 


money for drug-law right now,” she 
pointed out. “For example, the Toronto 
Police Department just got authorization 
for 92 new narcotics officers. | think 
they're going to have a lot of time on their 
hands.” 

The other prong of the new law, 
criminalizing “instruments for illicit drug 
use,” was vigorously applied in Calgary 
in early October, when the local Police 
Department simultaneously raided four 
novelty shops around town.

| the exact titles of the publication in- 
volved is still a secret, pending trial, 
Calgary attorney Brian Devlin, han- 


| dling the case for Afghan Boutique, 


waxed eloquent in outlining the thrust of 
his tactics: "We've got the Charter of 
Rights up here, and | think this law of- 
fends about five sections of it. We'll 
mount a Constitutional challenge right 
off the bat. It'll be our first line of defense 
To start with, the wording of the law is so 
vague as to render it unenforceable. Then 
there's the problem that, traditionally in 
Canadian jurisprudence, the Provinces 
have always had prior jurisdiction over 
the Federal Government in statutes re- 
lating to property. 

Back east in sophisticated Toronto, 
the civil-liberties orations were notably 
more muted. When contacted by HIGH 
TIMES, attorney Alan Borvoy of the Ca- 
nadian Civil Liberties Assocation (equiv- 
alent to the American Civil Liberties 
Union in the United States) listened to a 
reading of the new law verbatim, plus a 
detailed description of how it was being 
enforced, and then said for the record,

Says Robert Mertz of the Canadian 
Freedom Party, which is headquartered 
in London, just outside of Toronto: “The 
American Civil Liberties Union is far 
more principled, in my opinion, than the 
Civil Liberties Association in upholding 
Peoples ' rights, and especially in the 
area of freedom of speech.” Mertz be- 
lieves the new drug-literature ban is part 
of an ambitious program by right-wing 
Canadian legislators to effectively regu- 
late free expression in the ever-popular 
areas of drugs and sex. New “obscenity” 
legislation enacted by Parliment over the 
last few sessions now regulates the pub- 
lication of any matter relating to any con- 
ceivable sort of sexual activity or 
expression, Mertz explained. Asked 
whether the Canadian Charter of Rights 
contains some provision equivalent to 
the First Amendment of the U.S. Con- 
stitution, Mertz chuckled and said, “Re- 
member, you're dealing with a country 
that has declared vibrators ‘obscene’ by 
Federal statute.” 

Mertz says the Freedom Party was 
founded to provide a genuinely progres- 
sive alternative to the so-called Progres- 
sive Conservative Party, which has 
controlled Parliament for years, and is 
currently promoting this onslaught of re- 
pressive “obscenity” and “anti-drug” 
legislation. “We believe in no censor- 
ship, none. Absolutely nothing,” affirms 
Mertz. “That attracts both liberals and 
conservatives to our Party. But as soon 
as | say to them no censorship for drug 
magazines or pornography, these same 
people always say a line has to be drawn 
somewhere. Canadians in general just 
don't seem to be aware that these rights 
that they're willing to see abrogated for 
other people, like drug and sex publish- 
ers, are exactly the same rights they 
cherish for themselves.” 

Back in the United States, Barbara 
O'Connor of the ACLU was unavailable 
for comment. Lori Lee, public information 
director of the American Society of Mag- 
azine Editors in Washington, said the 
Society was not interested in censorship 
matters of this nature, adding:""I really 
don't think our president would want to 
comment because of its controversial 
nature.” 

But veteran civil-liberties attorney and 
author Patrick Bishop of Houston was 
stunned by Canada's repressive Bill C- 
264. “If you're going to take a vacation in 
Canada,” he counseled, “make sure to 
leave home ‘Kublai Kahn’, Samuel Tay- 
lor Coleridge's opium poem.

THE UNITED STATES: 
OUTLAW NATION 


FOR ISRAEL, A PALESTINIAN 
HOMELAND IS WHERE THE HEART IS

Since its birth more than 40 years ago, 
Israel has lived in uneasy stalemate with 
its hostile neighbors, punctuated by a 
few short wars. Perhaps justifiably, the 
populace has a siege mentality: “If we 
win a war it's just another battle, but if 
we lose, it's our death.” 

The Six Day war took place in 1967. 
Egypt blocked Israel's access to the Gulf 
of Aquaba, Israel's port to the Red Sea. 
After warning of dire consequences, of 
continuing the blockade, Israel at- 
tacked. A cease-fire was called after Is- 
rael captured the Arab section of the 
divided city of Jerusalem; the Gaza Strip, 
which is a piece of land on Israel’s 
southern border; the Golan Heights, 
which are a strategic group of mountains 
on Israel's border with Syria; and the 
West Bank, land owned by Jordan on the 
bank of the Jordan River. Israel has oc- 
cupied the captured territories since 
then. 

Until the beginning of 1988, the Pal- 
estinian drive towards independence 
was largely an external struggle. Small 
guerrilla bands pierced the Israeli bor- 
ders and sabotaged specific targets. For 
the most part, these actions were 
ineffective. 

At the beginning of last year, the Pal- 
estinians developed a new strategy. In- 
stead of battling Israel militarily, the 
Population within the occupied areas 
would revolt. No military weapons were 
to be used, just stones and verbal abuse. 
Israeli civilians and soldiers in the occu- 
pied territories were to get no peace. 
This policy is still in effect. 

In late 1988, Jordan upped the ante by 
renouncing any claims to the land Israel 
captured. Instead, King Hussein, Jor- 
dan's leader, said that the West Bank 
was Palestinian, and its fate should be 
decided by the representatives of the 
people living there, presumably the 
Palestine Liberation Organization 
(PLO). 

The Israelis have their own strategy. 
Exile the troublemakers, limit Palestin- 
ian legal and economic rights, give 
Israeli citizens extraordinary rights in the 
occupied areas and encourage Palestin- 
ian migration from the territories. israeli 
villages are developed in their place. 

Conflict has been part of the reality of 
the Mideast for at least the last 8,000 
years, starting during the Bronze Age. In 
fact, the Bible, which can be viewed as a 
history book written by the victors, re- 


counts situations similar to the ones 
faced by the Israelis today. 

The Babylonians had lived for thou- 
sands of years in what is now Iraq and 
Syria. In the sixth century B.C., they de- 
veloped new military strategies and cap- 
tured vast territories. Before the 
invasion, Judea, the Hebrew nation, had 
a peace and friendship treaty with Egypt. 
The prophet Jeremiah preached against 
this alliance, saying that Egypt was a pa- 
per tiger that would collapse under on- 
slaught. At the Battle of Chimash, 603 
B.C., the Babylonians, under Nebuc- 
chadnezzer Il, defeated the combined 
armies of the allies. Judea became a 
vassal state. 

There was fierce resistance, and in 
597 the Babylonians exiled most of the 
intellectuals and leaders, including Ju- 
dea's King Jechoiachin. They installed 
the king's nephew, Zedekih, who was 
compliant at first; ten years later, how- 
ever, there was another revolt. This time 
the Babylonians responded by syst 
matically destroying many of Judea’s ci- 
ties and marching a good part of the 
population into exile. 

The Babylonian Empire lasted only 70 
years. In 539, Cyrus the Great, the Per- 
sian king, captured most of Babylonia’s 
colonies. Cyrus and his successor, Da- 
rius’ strategy for ruling their possessions 
differed from the Babylonians. They en- 
couraged all the captive peoples to go 
back to their homelands, allowed self- 
government and subsidized ethnic, cul- 
tural and religious expression. 

The exiled Hebrews were tribal people 
with a history united by one religion. 
When they returned from exile two or 
three generations later, the Hebrews 
had the crucible of captivity as a com- 
mon experience. More importantly, they 
had developed a powerful sense of 
destiny. 

Modern Israel has had the same unify- 
ing effect on the Palestinians. Before 
their diaspora, the people living in Pales- 
tine did not have a sense of purpose or 
think of themseives as a people—al- 
though they certainly had a group iden- 
tity and culture. Their exile has molded 
them into peoplehood. Once a group 
develops this attitude, they can resist 
unbelievable hardship and oppression. 
The Jews, Armenians and Poles are mod- 
ern examples of this. 

So then the overriding question in the 
Middle East remains: Can Israel make

Shake of the same sells 
from about $20 a quarter-ounce (if you 
know someone) to around $30 (if you 
don't). Ounces go for about $120 or so. 

There are also lots of blue ‘shrooms 
from Colorado around—$5-7 a gram— 
and some real nice seedy commercial 
weed, probably from Mexico and up 
through Texas (at least that's what | 
hear), for about $30 a quarter-ounce and 
$100 an ounce.

Here are some listings for marijuana 
trom Texas, the home of the late, great 
Janis Joplin—Thai weed (which doesn't 
smell like much but has true indica 
presence) runs for $30-35 a quarter- 
ounce. Our Hawaiian herb is much more 
powertul and sells for $5 a gram, $35 a 
quarter-ounce, and $300-325 a quarter- 


pound. I've had stronger Hawaiian in 
California, but that doesn't mean that 
this stuff is any less than excellent! 

There are two varieties of skunk going 
around. One, which goes for $35 a 
quarter-ounce and $1100 a pound, is 
getting harder to find, which is a shame. 
Itwas the lemon-lime-iest herb to be 
found for months. The other is similar in 
taste, but requires a few more bong hits 
to reach the same heights as its 
predecessor. 

Other than that, the same Mexican 
sativa continues to be supplied at $200 a 
quarter-pound. But bargains run 
aplenty. 

Coke goes for $20 a quarter-gram and 
$200 an eighth. But again, bargains can 
be found. 

Austin is welcome relief from all the 
madness, though. Much more relaxed, 
and there are plenty of psychedelics. 
"Shrooms (some field-grown, some from 
indoors), can be found for $4-6 a gram 
and $250-300 a quarter-pound. LSD can 
always be found for $4 a hit (gooney 
birds and globes, which are slightly on 
the strychnine side, but there are 
kaleidoscopes around which are 15 
hours of pure cosmicness). 

Also, | understand there is a NORML 
chapter in Austin now. They have been 
getting a lot of media and press attention 
in the daily American-Statesman (which 
sucks), the bi-weekly Austin Chronicle 
(which is a vast improvement), and the 
TV and radio markets (which, with the 
exception of University of Texas public 
and student radio, also suck). 

The best argument I've come across is 
an extremely cohesive one in The 
Economist, a weekly British news 
magazine calling for the legalization of 
all drugs. They beat out Time and The 
Washington Post by about a month for 
arguing for legalization. Their argument 
goes as follows: First, prohibition doesn't 
work. Second, prohibition creates a 
black market controlled by profiteers and 
scam artists. Third, such a market can't 
be taxed. Finally, maintaining the current 
laws will cost huge sums of money. 

All these ingredients inspire a few 
thoughts: the legalization of all drugs, 
the control of all sales, and, of course, 
the taxation of said sales. 

Really, can you imagine that in 20-30 
years there will still be a War on Drugs? 
Just say no 

I'l close on that note. It's time for 
some more bong hits.

However, they don't harass me be- 
cause they don't have proof | have broken 
any laws. In fact, as far as my work with 
NORML goes, | haven't. Dissent is legal in 
America. They can’t suppress us for dis- 
sent, despite their herculean attempts to. 
And they can't harass you either. It’s 
against the law. 

I'm not suggesting that HIGH TIMES 
readers start talking as openly about their 
marijuana use as | do my own. The point is 
you don't have to talk about your own 
experience with marijuana to dissent. 
Any citizen, whether they use marijuana 
or not, has a right to have an opinion 
about current policies and an obligation 
to express it. After all, the Government 
claims to act in your name. 

They want you to think that if you use 
drugs you no longer have a right to dis- 
sent or make your opinions known. In 
fact, they are trying hard and fast to con- 
vince you and the rest of the public that 
the opinions of people who use drugs are 
not important. Your silence is their 
victory. 

So let's confront our paranoia straight 
‘on. 

Let's get the public to understand just 
what they support when they support a 
war on marijuana. 

Let's acknowledge that our demo- 
cratic freedoms protect our right to dis- 
sent and that the Government's purpose 
is to discourage us from exercising that 
right. 

Let's acknowledge that if we're afraid 
to get involved, then we've 
surrendered. 

And finally, let's acknowledge that 
righteous indignation is about as worth- 
less as paranoia. 

The proper response to suppression is 
resistance, and resistance is the sum of 
ongoing activities. We must work hard to 
show that we are not afraid, that we will 
not surrender our rights and that our 
work is an ongoing demonstration of our 
values and convictions as American 
citizens.

peace? The Palestinians want a home- 
land with self-government. The Israeli 
government claims that an independent 
Palestinian state would be too much of a 
threat to Israel's security. Israel and 
Egypt have a non-aggression treaty (the 
Camp David accord). Egypt is the only 
Arab state with which Israel is “at 
peace.” Israel's main external threats 
are Syria and Iraq. 

Right now, the internal threat posed by 
Palestinians is of greatest concern to Is- 
rael. Consider the following: 

*Many Palestinians are willing to sa- 
crifice themselves by fighting for their 
cause. 

*The Palestinians have a much higher 
birthrate than the Israelis and will be- 
come a majority of the population of a 
combined Israel and its territories early 
next century. 

*The Palestinians are supported by 
the surrounding nations, who give them 
financial aid. 

*Many of the exiles have become 
successful in their adopted homelands 


throughout the world and are willing to 
help their brethren in the vigil for a 
homeland—much in the same way that 
Jews around the world have long aided 
Israel. 

The occupation has had a tremendous 
impact on the Israelis. They have always 
lived with the stress of the possibility of 
war. Now their citizen army, well 
equipped for battle, is an oppressive oc- 
cupying force. In order to maintain secu- 
rity, they have created a system 
resembling South Africa’s apartheid. 
Some commentators have noted that 
Israeli soldiers who beat and shoot civi- 
lians have a hard time re-integrating into 
Israel's civilian life. 

Israel has had a better history dealing 
with external threats than as an occupy- 
ing force. Maintaining internal security 
within a rebellious population takes 
more resources than vigilance against 
external enemies. In a war, acountry can 
take decisive actions. Peacetime occu- 
pation, however, is governed more by 
diplomatic realities and world opinion. 

Allowing the Palestinians their own 
state would solve many of the problems 
that -Israel faces today. 4) Palestinian 
population growth would not 


threaten Israel's demographics. 2) Israel 
presumably would have the use of Pales- 
tinian labor in much the same way that 
thousands of Mexicans legally cross the 
border daily to work in American facto- 
ties. 3) The Palestinian state would be 
responsible for maintaining a peaceful 
border with its neighbor, Israel. If secu- 
rity problems occurred, Israel could use 
effective military solutions rather than 
civil procedures which have not been ef- 
fective during the uprising. Most impor- 
tantly, Israel can concentrate on 
external threats rather than having to 
deal with a restive captive population. 

Further advantages might also follow. 
Since its birth, there has been little 
commerce between|srael and its natural 
trading partners. Peace would open up 
incredible economic opportunities for 
the nation. Although the country would 
still need a strong military, much of its 
resources could be shifted to more prom- 
ising uses. 

In the last three years, the PLO has in- 
dicated that it is willing to negotiate a 
settlement, but Israel has been intransi- 
gent. Can Israel make peace? Only if it is 
willing to give the Palestinians their 
homeland. @ 
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of illegally-gathered evidence, for drug 
offenders—30 representatives and 
three senators (Mark Hatfield, 
R-Oregon; William Proxmire, 
D-Wisconsin; and Daniel Evans, 
R-Washington) opposed the bill. But 
when the two bodies worked out acom- 
promise—removing the worst 
breaches of civil liberties—the bill 
finally passed. 

It's interesting to note that (1) 
Michael Dukakis probably would have 
vetoed the bill, given the chance (he 
told Ted Koppel on the October 25 
“Nightline” interview that he was 
against capital punishment and 
therefore did not favor the bill) and (2) 
many of the politicians who ran scared 
when faced with the overwhelming 
support of the Drug Bill had nothing to 
be afraid of—all 11 representatives 
were re-elected by no less than a 72 
percent majority. If the voters are so 
hysterical about drugs, then why 
weren't the Washington 11 booted 
from office? 

Speaking on the side of sanity was 
the New York Times when it editorial- 
ized: “Capital punishment does no 
more than pander to public lust for 
blood on the drug-crime issue... Amer: 
ica needs a drug bill, but not one that 
flashes empty promises under cam: 
paign pressure.” 

While the Times may have stuck to 
its guns, many politicans didn’t. Rep. 
William Hughes (D-New Jersey), chair- 


man of the subcommittee on crime, 
said about the bill, “They just went too 
far on some of these things. Anything 
that sounded tough on drugs they 
voted for, whether it made sense or 
not.” So it made sense then that 
Hughes would vote against the bill, 
right? Wrong. 

Most HIGH TIMES readers need not 
concern themselves with the bill’s 
death-penalty provision for so-called 
drug kingpins. It's the $10,000 fine for 
possession that’s got people firing up 
angry bongfuls. “This is outrageous!" 
was how Captain Beyond put it in one 
of his many Drug Bill-related commu- 
niques. 

Outrageous indeed. 

At first, the bill permitted the Justice 
Department to try adefendant in acivil 
hearing (like a traffic violation), with- 
out the need to prove him guilty beyond 
a reasonable doubt. This was amend- 
ed, at the insistence of the Senate, to 
allow the defendant a criminal trial in 
which a jury must decide based on 
leaving no reasonable doubt 

NORML's Jon Gettman says the 
$10,000is a “kind of decriminalization. 
Let's say you're found with a small 
quantity and there's sufficient evi- 
dence. You have 30 days to request a 
hearing before an administrative law 
judge. It’s a civil matter first. After the 
opinion is issued you have 30 days to 
appeal. Then it goes to a U.S. District 
Court and becomes a criminal case. 
But this can't happen if you were 
previously convicted on a drug charge. 
But what does previous mean? Priorto 
this law? 


“The goal is to keep [small quantity] 
possession outof thecourts. But if you 
fight it, it'll cost you at least $10,000 in 
legal fees. That's the Achilles’ heel. | 
just don't think US attorneys are going: 
to waste their time on this. It'll be the 
same as their response to ‘zero toler- 
ance.’ It's a chance the fine won't be 
used at all, or a least selectively. The 
danger is in copycat laws on the state 
level. 

Only two days after the Drug Bill 
passed, New York's Mayor Ed Koch 
suggested that licenses for drivers as 
well as for doctors, lawyers and other 
professionals should be suspended 
upon a conviction for selling or 
possession of drugs. This followed, by 
a day. a proposed package on drug 
legislation drafted by the City 
Council's Majority Leader Peter 
Vallone which would create numerous 
civil penalities for drug dealers. 

Gettman is equally concerned about 
the bill’s provisions which allow forthe 
denial of Federal benefits like student 
college loans and mortgage guaran- 
tees and Federal licenses for pilots 
and stockbrokers. “This is a question 
of dubious constitutionality,” he says. 
These provisions will not take effect 
until September. But by May, Presi- 
dent Bush will be required to recom: 
mend to Congress what benefits 
should be withdrawn after a convic- 
tion. He'll also advise on whether a 
state judge could constitutionally rule 
on withdrawal of Federal benefits. In 
next month's NORMLIZER, Gettman 
will go into further detail on these 
questions. @

On September 28th, The House Select Committee on Narcotics Abuse and Control, 
headed by Congressman Charles Rangel, heard testimony from a variety of sources 
regarding the pros and cons of legalizing drugs. Pro-legalization speakers included 
Mayor Kurt Schmoke of Baltimore, Arnold S. Trebach, and Senator Joseph Galiber 
of New York. The following statement was presented to the House Select Committee 
by Marvin C. Miller, Esquire, on behalf of NORML. 


Drug Availability I: 
Unchanged. 

Despite the “War on Drugs” and the 
recent tripling of the resources 
committed to it, drugs are still as 
available as ever. During the 
December 1987 hearings conducted by 
this Committee, the Honorable 
Chairman of this Committee asked Mr. 
Francis A. Keating II, Assistant 
Secretary of the Treasury (Enforcement), 
Acting Chairman, Drug Law 
Enforcement Coordinating Group, 
National Drug Policy Board, the 
following question: 

"...Lam just asking; as a result of all 
these efforts in the increase of expertise, 
technology, and efforts put into this area, 
are you suggesting that there might be 
one ounce less of heroin, opium, 
cocaine, or marijuana on the street as a 
result of that? 

Mr. Keating: “N 
Mr. Keating was correct. Availability is 
unchanged by current policy. 

The State Department reported a 25% 
increase in foreign marijuana production 
during 1987 and the Drug Enforcement 
Administration estimated a 50% increase 
in domestic production, after 
eradication, during the years 1986 to 
1987. Mark Dion from the Department 
of State in earlier Congressional 
testimony estimated that as much as nine 
thousand metric tons of marijuana were 
imported into the United States in 1986 
alone. 

There are indications that the 
government figures on the number of 
metric tons available in the United 
States, as high as they may seem, 
nonetheless, are underestimated. This is 
demonstrated by an observation of the 
President's Commission on Organized 
Crime (1986) which noted that in 1984, 
the Mexican police, in raids on only five 
farms, seized over two thousand metric 
tons of marijuana. This was eight times 
more marijuana than Mexican and 
American authorities had previously 
claimed was being produced annually 
throughout all of Mexico. 

Wesley Pomeroy, founder of the Law 
Enforcement Assistance Administration 
and a former police chief, said in a recent 
issue of the Drugs and Drug Abuse 
Education Newsletter what many in law 
enforcement will admit, if they can speak 
off the record, and that is that marijuana 
cannot be controlled. It is a weed that 
can be grown anywhere. The greatest 
amount of marijuana actually destroyed 
by eradication is that which is grown wild 
rather than that which is cultivated for 
consumption. Eradication will not stop 
people from smoking marijuana. 

At present marijuana is part of an 
unregulated, untaxed, underground 
market. If allowed to surface, marijuana 
could be better controlled and at the

same time, turned into an asset to be 
used against other more harmful 
substances. 


Prohibition Fuels The 


Underground Economy. 

Wharton Econometrics determined for 
the President's Commission on 
Organized Crime in 1986 that one-half of 
organized crime’s revenues were derived 
from illegal drugs. Prohibition has 
created an enormous underground 
economy which is totally untaxed and 
unregulated. Large sums float around 
the economy but do not contribute to it. 
These sums are not available for use in 
drug education and treatment. Taxation 
and regulated availability of marijuana 
would allow us to educate and treat those 
with hard drug problems. 

Itis estimated that the domestic 
marijuana crop is the largest cash crop, 
overall, in the United States. It has an 
estimated value of thirty-three billion 
dollars. Revenue from this large cash 
crop could be used to improve our 
economy. The tax revenues could fund 
treatment and education for those 
addicted to hard drugs. 

Itis clear that the unintended 
beneficiaries of our current drug 
prohibition include those whose profits 
have increased because prohibition 
causes higher prices. In the 1980s, 
the 1920s, Prohibition and the 
application of increased penalties 
increases the risk which, in turn, 
increases the price and the profit. Since 
the actual costs of production remain 
about the same, the profit margin 
increases. 

Interestingly, Prohibition’s inclusion of 
drugs such as marijuana with hard drugs 
such as crack/cocaine and heroin, has 
also contributed significantly to the 
prevalence of hard drugs in our 
underground markets and in our society. 
One can obviously smuggle a smaller 
amount of cocaine at a significantly 
greater value with less chance of 
detection than it would take to smuggle a 
larger amount of marijuana of 
comparable value. Smaller is easier. 
DEA reports indicate that the costs of 
bulk cocaine in Florida has gone down 
dramatically while the cost per unit on 
the street has remained the same. An 
obvious effect of this is to increase the 
margin of profit. It is also demonstrative 
of the increased volume. The 
underground market has an interest in 
turning people toward more harmful 
drugs since they are easier to handle and 
produce easier profits. Lumping 
marijuana with hard drugs is 
counterproductive and makes this 
underground market more harmful to 
our society. 

This highly profitable underground 
market is not going to be eliminated by 
brute force. Massive police sweeps, as 
demonstrated in the District of Columbia 
and elsewhere, may disrupt the 
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underground market place or cause it to 
move to a different location, but they do 
not eliminate it. A young person from an 
urban ghetto who has no hope of a real 
future often would rather stand on the 
street corner and make a thousand 
dollars a day selling erack/cocaine than 
work harder and longer hours for the 
minimum wage in a fast food restaurant. 
Profits fuel this illegal drug system and 
prohibition drives up prices and increases 
profits. 

This blackmarket economy has so 
much money that its vast temptations 
extend beyond the urban poor and reach 
out to law enforcement. There now 
appears to be, on the average, more than 
one hundred cases of drug-related police 
corruption prosecuted every year. 
Officers have been known to rob drug 
dealers of cash because they cannot 
complain, Some even rob drug dealers of 
drugs which they later resell because they 
know that there is no place for the 
victims to go. 

‘There are even some experts who 
believe that the proliferation of crack/ 
cocaine in our urban areas is related to 
the increased profits which are the 
natural corollary to increased prohibition 
efforts. Crack is a drug-dealing MBA’s 
ideal. It is easier to move around than 
something bulky like marijuana and the 
profit margin is greater. It is also cheaper 
to produce. It can be sold at a relatively 
low cost while still making a large profit 
and it, unlike marijuana, creates an 
addictive customer. It is a marketing idea 
generated by prohibition. It expands the 
illegal market and the illegal financial 
empire of the underground drug 
economy. Why take the same risk for 
marijuana as for cocaine when there is 
more money in cocaine? Prohibition 
makes cocaine more attractive to market 
forces than marijuana. 


The Cure is Worse 


Than The Disease. 

Many more problems are caused by 
prohibition than it cures. The increased 
homicide rates in cities such as our 
Nation's Capital are directly related to 
the enormous profits to be made by 
trafficking in prohibited substances. 
They are the result of turf wars between 
people seeking to cash in on this lucrative 
market. This illegal, uncontrolled market 
also strives to aggressively advertise its 
product and spread its tentacles. As soon 
as one person is arrested, another steps 
up to take his or her place and grab for 
the money ring. 

Because this underground 
marketplace is unregulated and 
uncontrolled, there is no quality control. 
People die of overdoses on hard drugs 
because the product is too impure or too 
strong and they are unaware of it. 
Harmful fertilizers and pesticides such as 
paraquat may be used and the unaware 
consumer suffers the health 
consequences. 
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Other adverse health consequences 
caused by this underground market 
which prohibition has created include the 
fact that 50% of all AIDS. victims, 
whether homosexual or hetersosexual, 
contract the disease through the 
intravenous use of illegal drugs. In 
March 1988, the President's Commission 
on AIDS recommended that one 
solution towards the AIDS epidemic 
would be to provide drug treatment 
programs for all those who need it. 
Under our current policies, the greatest 
emphasis is on arrest and prosecution. 
There are insufficient resources available 
to provide treatment. 

Marijuana arrests for simple 
possession comprise the greatest bulk of 
all drug arrests. The funds spent on 
marijuana prohibition should be diverted 
to help the tens of thousands of people 
who would like to obtain treatment for 
hard drug problems but have no place to. 
go. Making marijuana available through 
taxed, regulated control would release a 
lot of resources that could be put to 
better use. Rather than criminalize 
productive citizens who occasionally 
smoke marijuana, we should allocate 
these resources to treating and educating 
those with hard drug problems. 


possession cases accounting for the bulk 
of all state and federal drug arrests in this 
country, we are wasting significant 
resources that could be allotted to 
treatment and education for hard drugs. 

It seems counterproductive to spend 
billions of dollars and tie up the vast 
majority of our time and effort going 
after marijuana possession when tens of, 
thousands who are heroin and cocaine/ 
crack addicts are left in the criminal 
milieu, unable to get treatment for their 
problems. It is not sensible to devote so 
much of our enforcement budget to 
suppression of a relatively benign 
substance such as marijuana which has 
no toxic dosage while letting those 
addicted to such severely debilitating 
drugs as crack/cocaine and heroin go 
untreated for a lack of resources. 

Given the fact that we have a ten 
billion dollar national budget for state 
and federal efforts and that 40% of all 
drug arrests relate to marijuana, 
removing marijuana from this 
prohibition effort would free enormous 
resources for more practical application. 

In California, for example, a 1987 
analysis of the fiscal savings attributed to 
the decriminalization of possession of an 
ounce or less of marijuana indicated that

Too Little for Too Much. 

‘The cost in human lives and money 
occasioned by the current prohibition 
policy, in many respects. is far more 
harmful and deleterious to the Country 
than are the controlled substances 
themselves. 

In the past several years, the federal 
enforcement budget has gone up 
approximately three billion dollars; yet, 
as Mr. Keating noted, not one ounce less 
is kept off the streets. We now spend 
approximately ten billion dollars a year 
on drug prohibition nationwide. Our 
efforts are ineffectual and misguided. 
Throwing money and brute force at the 
problem is not the answer. It is simple 
and easily saleable, but it does not work. 

‘The largest portion of our budget is 
wasted, Well over 75% of all drug arrests 
are for simple possession. Of these 
arrests, the vast majority, by far, are for 
marijuana. Indeed, marijuana arrests 
comprise about 40% of the total of all 
drug arrests nationally.’ Simple 
marijuana possession accounts for 93% 
of these arrests.’ With marijuana 


the total savings for the period of 1976 
through 1985 was close to one billion 
dollars.’ This policy generated additional 
revenue income in the neighborhood of 
four million dollars 

Alaska has allowed marijuana to be 
available for personal use for 13 years 
with no deleterious consequences and at 
great savings. Indeed. it is better off than 
many other states because it's not fueling 
an underground market, nor is it 
criminalizing its citizens for a lifestyle 
choice. That state does not have the 
rampant increase in drug problems that 
many incorrectly claim happens when 
marijuana is made available. 

In Texas, by comparison, they still 
prosecute all levels of marijuana 
possession. The lack of benefit, 
compared to the enormous costs 
involved, has given cause to some 
legislators to consider changing the law. 
Ina report prepared for Texas State 
Senator Craig Washington, it was 
estimated that the actual amount of 
revenue expended per year to punish 
those who possess minor amounts of

marijuana might be as high as fifty 
million dollars annually. That large 
amount resulted in punishing only 1% of 
the user population. The cost of the 
prohibition policy and punishment was 
considerable. Not only were taxpayer 
funds expended to little effect, but a lot 
of damage was done to the private lives 
of otherwise law-abiding citizens. Many 
ordinary people from all walks of life 
were arrested and jailed on marijuana 
charges. They would not be criminals by 
any definition of the term other than by 
their act of possessing small amounts of 
marijuana. These people are being 
punished but there is little noticeable 
effect on the marijuana situation in 
‘Texas. The only thing disrupted is these 
individual lives. It costs millions of 
dollars to the Texas taxpayers while 
having a nil effect on marijuana use. 

This Texas report estimated that in the 
United States, as a whole, one in ten 
people might possess small amounts of 
marijuana for personal use, with as many 
as one in four having experimented with 
it or perhaps using it occasionally. That 
left approximately one and a half million

have or occasionally violated the law. 
Cost benefit analysis indicated that there 
was, as has been shown in California, a 
misapplication of resources in the 
marijuana prohibition laws. 

Applying the lessons to be learned 
from the Alaska, California, and Texas 
situations to the national marijuana 
prohibition policy teaches us that the 
current policy of marijuana prohibition is 
counterproductive to the overall policy of 
addressing our national drug problems. 
We spend ten billion dollars from the 
coffers of the states and federal 
government on drug prohibition. We 
expend the largest portion of these 
resources on the simple possession of one 
single drug which is the most benign of 
them all, /.e., marijuana. We criminalize 
approximately '/s of our population, the 
fifty million marijuana users, because 
they smoke marijuana while ignoring the 
treatment needs of tens of thousands of 
people who want help for their hard drug 
problems. Treating all drugs the same is 
not cost effective. We are wasting our 
resources. In 1982, the National 
Academy of Sciences recognized, after 
five years of study, that regulated 
availability of marijuana ought to be 
allowed, on a state-by-state basis. It is a 
matter of states’ rights, not federal 
action. Our current policy ignores the 
plain fact that not all drugs are the same. 


Not All Drugs Are The Same. 

Lumping marijuana with crack/ 
cocaine, heroin, and other more severe 
substances is as impractical as it is 
inaccurate. Marijuana is not addictive, is 
not a gateway drug, does not lead to 


violence, and does not exact the costs to 
our society as do other drugs such as 
alcohol and tobacco. 

Nearly all drugs and medications have 
toxic and potentially lethal dosages, but 
this is not true for marijuana. There are 
no documented user fatalities. As a Drug 
Enforcement Administrative Law Judge 
recently found, the consumption of ten 
raw potatoes can cause a toxic effect on 
an individual but it is not physically 
possible to eat enough marijuana to 
induce a toxic overdose. There is no 
credible medical evidence that marijuana 
has caused a single death. Contrast this 
to aspirin which causes hundreds of, 
deaths every year by overdose.’ 

Each year alcohol abuse costs this 
nation about one hundred billion dollars 
and contributes directly to between 80- 
100,000 deaths and indirectly to another 
100,000 deaths.® According to the 
Surgeon General of the United States, 
there are approximately 300,000 tobacco- 
related deaths each year. The 1988 
Surgeon General's report also listed 
tobacco as a more harmful drug than 
marijuana, It and not marijuana is the 
gateway drug. 

Insofar as drug-induced violence is, 
concerned, 54% of all violent criminals 


skilled and dedicated men and women. 
They are people from all walks of life 
who have used marijuana an 
the worse for wear because of it. Making 
these fifty million citizens criminals does 
more harm than good. 


Removing Marijuana From 
Current Drug Prohibition 
‘Would Help Solve The Nation’s 


Drug Problems. 

Marijuana is the most widely used of 
all drugs currently prohibited. It is the 
one which has the least potential for 
abuse. It has less toxic potential than 
alcohol or tobacco. It is not a gateway 
drug such as tobacco. Alcohol and 
tobacco combined contribute to 500,000 
deaths each year in the United States. 
This is not true for marijuana. Alcohol 
contributes significantly to 54% of all 
violent crimes in the US. This is not true 
for marijuana. Alcohol costs the country 
one hundred billion dollars in economic 
losses each year. This is not true for 
marijuana. 

Prohibition of marijuana does, 
however, criminalize tens of millions of 
law-abiding Americans who, except for

serving prison sentences report that they 
consumed alcohol shortly before their 
violent crime. Marijuana is known to be 
a drug which induces serenity rather than 
violence, It is not known to create 
psychotic violent behavior like PCP and 
does not induce criminal activity as do 
other drugs, 

The Surgeon General in his recent 
report in March of 1988 recognized that 
marijuana is not a major gateway drug 
into other substances. The biggest 
gateway drug is tobacco. 

Marijuana users do not go about 
committing other crimes to support their 
recreational use. The fifty million 
Americans who use marijuana are 
generally productive members of our 
society. Their only criminal association 
‘occurs because marijuana is a prohibited 
substance and its possession is a crime. 
‘They are forced to have contact with and 
fuel the underground market in order to 
obtain marijuana for their personal use. 

They should not be cast out of society 
because they prefer marijuana to scotch, 
gin or bourbon. They are educated, 


their occasional use of marijuana, would 
not otherwise be the least bit involved in 
the criminal law system. 

Removing marijuana from the current 
prohibition scheme and making it 
available through taxed, regulated access 
would also deprive the blackmarket 
economy of an enormous economic 
resource which it currently uses to fuel 
other criminal activity. It is estimated, for 
example, that organized crime derives '/2 
of its resources from drug profits. While 
marijuana is the most, shall we say 
entrepreneurial drug in the underground 
economy, the income derived from its 
sale nonetheless fuels a large unregulated 
and untaxed blackmarket. 

Crop value estimates place the 
domestic crop grown in the US ata value 
of nearly ten billion dollars.” It is 
believed by some to be the largest single 
cash crop in our country. Given the 
underground nature of the market, these 
are conservative estimations. 

Taxed and regulated availability would 
not only liberate billions of dollars in law 
enforcement resources and allow them to

"The DEA estimates in the 1987 NNICC Report that 7.7 
million pounds are grown in the US annually. They also quote 
prices at about $1,000.00 pound, 
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be diverted towards education and 
training for drugs that present a greater 
problem to our society, but this policy 
change would also generate revenues in 
the neighborhood of ten billion dollars 
per year. It would no longer be necessary 
for tens of thousands of drug addicts to 
be compelled to remain in the criminal 
milieu because there is no treatment 
facility available for them. It would make 
it possible for the government to begin to 
use the most proven and reliable means 
known for changing societal behavior,

The regulated, taxed availability of 
marijuana would allow billions of dollars 
that are now channeled through law 
enforcement and the backways of illegal 
blackmarkets to be used to educate and 
treat those with hard drug problems. The 
a al law systems’ resources could 
then be devoted to those areas which 
have a greater, direct and more 
deleterious impact on society. 

This would not besa surrender to the 
dealers. It is a means to take them out of 
the blackmarket. Itis not an 
endorsement of use but recognizes that it 
is a matter of choice. When we tell young 
people about the harm of drugs, if we 
honestly admit that marijuana is not as 
harmful as other substances, something 
they already know, then they will more 
likely listen to and believe us when we 
warn them about other drugs. If you tell 
young people lies about one thing, they 
will likely not believe you about anything 
else. To lump marijuana with hard drugs 
and treat all of them the same is to not 
tell the truth, 

Regulated, taxed availability would 
reduce overall drug use. In 1979, the 
Dutch government made marijuana 
possession and minor distribution no 
longer a crime. Asa result of their 
practical approach to the drug problem, 
the number of new users decreased and 
general use steadily declined." The 
number of heroin addicts stabilized and 
has not increased, The number of heroin 
addicts is slowly decreasing. [t appears as 
though individuals, when faced with the 
option of having marijuana available 
do not go to the use of illegal hard 


‘The distinction the Dutch government 
has successfully drawn between hard and 
soft drugs has not only led to an overall 
reduction in the use of all drugs, reduced 
the rate of increase in the use of both 
hard and soft drugs, but has also 
stabilized the crime rate. Most drugs are 
consumed in Amsterdam; yet, in 1987 its 
overall crime rate was reduced between 
8% and 10%. 

The sensible Dutch policy recognizes 
that criminalization and demand creates 
a supply of high price, high profit and

“Legal in ‘89’

Ben Masel is the organizer of the Great 
Midwest Marijuana Harvest Festival, the 
world’s biggest pot protest (see related 
story, page 36). Ben has been politically 
active since he was a teenage Zippie, 
organizing the Pee-In and getting 
arrested for nonviolently protesting the 
Vietnam War at the 1972 Republican 
Convention in Miami. Recent activities 
he's particularly proud of include 
involvement in the grassroots 
impeachment campaign against Reagan, 
Bush, and Meese, as well as the two- 
week takeover of the Wisconsin State 
Capitol in 1978, in support of a law to 
force the state to divest itself of 
investments in South Africa 

Ben organized his first Madison rally, 
then called a “Smoke-In,” in 1975. The 
pot protest scene cooled off in the early 
*80s, and rallies were only sporadically 
thrown until 1985, But as the war on 
drugs has heated up, the pot protest 
scene began growing again, and the 
crowds have multiplied. 

This is the latest ina series of 
interviews we're running in preparation 
for a special issue devoted toTom 
Forcade, the late, great founder of HIGH 
TIMES. 

HIGH TIMES: Somebody said that the 
15,000 people at the 1988 Madison 
Festival was one of the largest pot 
protests in the history of the movement. 
Ben Masel: There are about three that I 
know of that were of comparable size, 
just slightly larger. One was in Dayton, 
Ohio in 1978, which a couple of high- 
powered radio stations jumped on with a 
couple of other big events in town that 
weekend. It was on the same scale. The 
biggest pot rally ever was in Washington 
D.C.,in 1970. The third was also in 
Washington D.C., in 1978. It went for four 
days, from the first of July through the 
fourth—we're talking about a whole 
weekend, 


HT: Did Tom Foreade help organize that 
event? 

BM: He was helpful. He wasn’t intimately 
involved. HIGH TIMES supported it 
something along the scale of what we're 
talking about doing now. He gave us ad 
space, and put it on the cover, right on 
the banner. That way, even people who 
didn’t buy the magazine ended up 
knowing about the event. Is there any 
chance that you could do that sometime 
in the near future? 

HT: Possibly. Definitely—if the readers 
write in and tell us to do it. 

BM: He also got Laraine Newman to wear 
at-shirt for the rally on Saturday Night 
Live in 1978. 

HT: Why do you think so many people 
showed up for the Great Midwest 
Marijuana Harvest Festival this year? 

BM: One reason is that people have 
known to expect a good time because it's 
happened so many years now. We've put 
a lot of effort into leafletting—getting 
flyers in the hands of every head for 
hundreds of miles, It's also the time of 
year. 

HT: Is leafletting a good way to meet 
people? Do you meet lots of girls? 

BM: For sure. You meet alot of people in 
the course of getting leaflets out. An 
awful lot of people. I get turned on to 
more joints than I'm able to smoke! And 
I'm quite silly by the time the day's up. 
Even in the depths of this fall's drought 
at the Eric Clapton show I must've been 
offered 40 or 50 joints in the cours: 
two hours. I couldn't keep up wi 
them and keep leafletting. 

HT: How many leaflets did you give out? 
BM: We printed 100,000 this year, and all 
but a few hundred got out 

HT: Let’s say someone out there is 
planning a rally. How many flyers should 
they hand out at a typical rock concert? 
BM: Well, over the five-day stand with 
Dylan and the Dead we went though

33,000, but there are not too many 
opportunities to get that many out. 
HT: How many people did you organize? 
Twenty? 
BM: Including people we found once we 
got there, yes. Two of us did Pink Floyd 
at the Coliseum and got out 9,000 in a 
crowd of 70,000. 
HT: So you pick an event where you know 
a lot of people will be sympathetic to the 
cause. 
BM: Especially where you have a rich 
concentration. But even if only ten 
percent of the people at the state fair are 
interested, ten percent of 200,000 people 
gives you 20,000 people. County fairs are 
just as appropriate, or big factories, 
where the workers might want to protest 
pot laws or even urine tests, 
HT: What other tricks of the trade have 
you used to publicize it? 
IM: Lots of calls to the call-in shows have 
certainly helped generate discussion of 
the upcoming rally. 
HT: Like Larry King? 
BM: The local ones are easier to reach. 
Once you've got one or two calls that 
mention your rally, they generate more 
calls, We once sent letters to a couple of 
Congressmen about the Washington 
rally, saying we were outraged parents 
whose daughters had received the flyers, 
and we got Jesse Helms to send out his 
‘own press release for us denouncing it. 
HT: Don’t you think that could be 
detrimental in the long run to the pot 
movement, getting the other side fired 
up against drugs? 
BM: I think when you get them 
denouncing our rights to exercise our 
free speech, it’s time to change the laws. 
You've got people who are going to be 
spewing venom anyway, you may as well 
get them to advertise your rally while 
they're at it.

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How to Organize a Pot Protest 
by Ben Masel 


@ Set The Date—Before you commit 
yourself to printing up flyers and con- 
tacting the press, make sure you have 
the right location and date, as well as a 
rain date. Remember: Lead lime is the 
biggest draw there is, 

‘@ Find a sympathetic lawyer—This 
is important, not only if there are 
busts, but also for dealing with the 
authorities and anyone else who would 
be reassured by the presence of a 
lawyer. 

© Publicity—(Leaflets, posters, free 
advertising on radio or TV)—Decide on 
your public-contact address and phone 
number as early as possible. Appoint a 
press officer. His or her job will be: (1) 
to get press releases to the local media 
(radio, TV [including cable}, news- 
papers, magazines, and bulletin boards 
{computer and stores}), and (3) be 
available at the event, to make sure 
reporters understand what's going on. 
Many people complain to me that the 
press quoted the wrong person at their 
pot rally, usually as saying something 
idiotic. Don't give them a chance. Ti? 
straightest, most skeptical stringer still 
tends to give you credence, if you're the 
press officer they've been dealing with 
all along. Remember: A pot protest is a 
blank canvas. Be sure your message 
appears in the final picture. 

A tip about free radio time: Find a 
way to get directly in touch with the 
deejays. Public service directors tend 
to be too conservative. 

Send flyers and press releases to 
everyone you can think of at the radio 
stations (deejays, program directors, 
music directors, public service depart- 
ments, news departments), publica- 
tions (news editors, staff writers, 
lifeatyle editors, everyone on th 
masthead if possible), and television 
stations (get the news departments 
and target specific programs you'd 
like to appear on—then deluge the 
show with information). Print up and 
mail out press releases periodically, an- 
nouncing speakers, permit problems, 
or any other newsworthy items. Follow 
up the releases with phone calls 
whenever possible.

© Permits—Most places “require” 
permits for parades, sound systems, 
use of parks, etc. After receiving your 
permit application, the authorities will 


usually try to set up a meeting with 
you. Bring along your lawyer, and 
representatives or co-sponsors. Em- 
phasize that you want to put ona 
legitimate, peaceful demonstration. 
One of your negotiators should pose as 
ahard-liner, subtly warning the Man 
not to fuck with you. Give a high 
number of expected participants. Ex- 
plain that posters are already out ina 
five-state area, and there's no way to 
cancel now. 

‘© Stage, speakers, music—Your 
event needs a focus, a way to keep the 
assembled multitudes from getting 
bored and leaving. Keep your show 
moving. Speakers should be brief, 
unless they are really sharp and people 
dig them. Reporters should be tipped 
off as to when the main speakers, and 
the best quotes, will be appearing. The 
stage show can include theater, 
speeches, rock 'n’ roll, reggae, or 
anything. Just keep the event focused 
and funny. An event where the crowd 
drifts away can get bad press, and do 
more harm than good. Keep a lookout 
for hecklers—disruptive forces can 
ruin a good protest. 

@ Banners and props—Large props 
can compel photo coverage in the local 
media. Giant papier-maché joints are 
good, Muslin and cotton make fine 
banners. Use masking tape to block 
out the letters, then paint inside. Allow 
to dry, then peel off tape. Make up pro- 
test signs before the event and give 
them away. 

‘© Pot—Roll up joints ahead of time. 
Throw a discreet rolling party afew 
nights before the event. The stash 
should then be split up, so it can’t be 
found in one place. It's best to pass out 
lit joints one at a time. Distributors 
should have a couple of escorts for pro- 
tection. To hold the crowd, save some 
smoke for the end of the event. 

If there are any busts, they usually 
come down on the fringes of the crowd. 
I chased, always run into, not away 
from, the center of the crowd. 

@ Help—Call NORML (202) 
483-5500 ; The Marijuana Action Com- 
mittee (608) 257-5456 ; and HIGH 
TIMES (212) 972-8484 . These organiza- 
tions will help publicize your event, of- 
fer general advice, and possibly pro- 
vide speakers or other resources. Tell 
whoever, or whatever answers the 
phone that you're planning a pot pro- 
test. Don’t forget: It helps to have 
NORML, a student government, an 
elected official, or other ‘‘respectable” 
person, or group, co-sponsor your 
event. @

Fora Sucker." The Washington Post is 
definitely not going to mention the rally 
otherwise. 

HI: What other work goes into organizing 
aprotest? 

ne of the trickiest parts is dealing 
with whoever considers themselves the 
managing authorities in the area where 
you've decided to have your protest, 
many of whom are unfamiliar with your 
First Amendment rights. You've got to 
educate them sometime between when 
you hold your rally and the day it comes 
off, which may or may not involve 
dragging them into the courts. It's always 
more fun to be at the giving end of a 
lawsuit than the receiving end. 

HT: How does someone file a lawsuit like 
that? Do you have to hire a lawyer? 

BM: Not necessarily. It can be done on 
one’s own. It’s not particularly difficult. 
‘The general principle is that you have 
the right to assembly and speech, and 
petitions of redress of grievances, You 
have the right to do so in any public 
place of your choosing. Obviously one 
would want to hold one's rally at the 
appropriate forum, which in our case is 
the State Capitol grounds. The State 
Capitol grounds exist so that the public 
has a place to assemble outside their 
capitol and tell the government what 
they think! I think any logic shows that 
they are the most appropriate place for 
the exercise of these rights, and any 
attempt to force you to hold it elsewhere 
would be an attempt to diminish the 
impact of your rally. 

HT: What can people do for the marijuana 
movement apart from attending rallies? 
BM: It’s real important that heads, even if 
they can't find something to vote for, 
stay registered to vote, ‘cause that’s how 
they pick juries—through voter 
registration lists, in most areas. Every 
time I've looked to pick a jury, I say to 
myself, “these are my peers,” and then I 
remember that most of my peers don't 
register. A jury can send a message— 
juries are allowed to decide to let 
someone go because they think the law’s 
stupid. An attorney's not allowed to tell 
them of that right, under the judicial 
code of ethics. However, if you're 
defending yourself, you are not 
restricted. Sometimes citizens need to 
tell the government where to get off. 

I think in most jurisdictions you're 
gonna win on a simple pot charge. Just 
tell the jury why you smoke pot, why you 
don't think it’s dangerous, and that i 
time to send a message.

SELECTING A VARIETY 


TO CROW

In 1976, Mel Frank and Ed Rosenthal 
collaborated on a feature length article, the 
“Spring Homegrower’s Planting Guide,” for 
HIGH TIMES. Although articles on pot growing 
techniques had been previously published in 
underground newspapers, their guide 
popularized the idea of growing pot to a 
massive readership, and became a watershed 
event in the home-growing movement. 

Over the years, Mel has continued researching 
the subject matter. His latest book, Marijuana 
Grower's Insider's Guide, is as definitive a work 
as you could ask for. In this excerpt—the first of 
many HIGH TIMES is proud to be publishing— 
Mr. Frank examines varieties of marijuana. 
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Cannabis has been cultivated for at 
least six millennia and is now cultivated 
around the world. Cannabis may be 
grown for hemp fiber, seeds and seed 
oil, marijuana, or medicines derived 
from the root, leaves, or flowers. It is 
the diversity of environments and the 
results of selective breeding for specific 
traits that has led to the numerous 
varieties of Cannabis we see today. We 
should be thankful for this variability. 
Every grower can hope to find desirable 
characteristics in a few populations or 
in certain individuals, and then breed 
them so that future generations express 
the desirable characteristics. With a 
little time and observation, every grower 
can develop his or her own variety suited 
to individual tastes and to the plant's 
local growing needs. 

Although Cannabis sativa is the only 
botanically recognized species, for the 
purposes of growing marijuana it's 
helpful to talk of races or strains of 
marijuana, and to further divide the 
general groupings into specific strains 
or varieties. Four broad and overlapping 
subdivisions within the species are the 
sativas, indicas, ruderalises, and 
hemps. Within these four subdivisions 
are innumerable variations. A practical 
outline follows, with the descriptions for 
plants growing outdoors under natural 
Conditions (time of maturation is given 
fora midline across the U.S. at about 38 
degrees north, roughly a line that runs 
from Washington, D.C. through Kansas 
City to San Francisco) 


Marijuana Strains 
and Varieties 


Sativas are from eight to 20 feet tall; 
yields are from 1/3 to five Ibs. per plant 
in sinsemilla buds. Sativas may 
originate from anywhere, but almost all 
tropical marijuana varieties are sativas, 
and almost invariably all hemps are 
sativa, whether they come from near the 
Arctic circle or from equatorial regions. 
Leaf blades are long and narrow and 
light green in color. Branching is 
symmetric to uneven, but usually 
internodes are long and branches are 
even and well-spaced. Female stigmas 
(the two “hairs” of a female flower) are 
most often pure white. Maturation 
usually is late in the season from mid- 
October through December for tropical 
varieties, but as early as the end of July 
for temperate hemp strains. 

Indicas are shorter, usually between 
four and eight feet tall, and yield 1/4 to 
two Ibs. of sinsemilla. Indicas mostly 
originate from central Asia, primarily 
from Afghanistan, Pakistan, Iran, and 
India. Leaves usually are a very dark 
blue-green, and may develop a purple 
tinge. Leaf blades are shorter and much 
wider than sativas. Branching is usually 
symmetric and thick with short 
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internodes. Flower stigmas are usually 
white, but may be red or purple; buds 
tend to be fuller and more compact than 
most sativas. Most often indicas mature 
early, from late August through 

October. 

Ruderalises have narrow, sativa-like 
leaf blades: plants are short, from one 
to five feet tall and most of them are 
very sparse with relatively long 
internodes. (Botanical collections of 
ruderalis from the USSR characterize all 
ruderalises as having narrow blades 
Many U.S. marijuana growers describe 
ruderalis as having wide indica-like leat 
blades, and these might be hybrids.) 
Often ruderalis has only two or three 
sets of leaves before flowering and 
typical yields are only 1/4 to two ounces 
of sinsemilla. Originally from the USSR, 
ruderalis is very quick to mature and 
may ripen as early as the middle of July. 
Generally ruderalis begins flowering a 
few weeks after sprouting but it won't 
form decent buds, if ever, until the 
photoperiod drops to about 18 or 19 
hours duration 

American hemps are generally six to 
12 feet tall with sativa-like leaves, 
coloration, and bud characteristics 
These weeds are very hardy (in fact 
authorities have been unable to 
eradicate this “troublesome” weed) 
and mature early, from the end of July to 
early October. 

‘Any experienced grower has seen 
considerable overlap among these 
characteristics. There are indicas that 
might yield five Ibs. of buds, and there 
are sativas that have red stigmas. Much 
of the best stock growing in the U.S. is 
hybridized anyway, and you're likely to. 
see any combination of the described 
characteristics. 


Choosing Varieties 
to Grow 


Marijuana from around the world 
responds to the same environmental 
influences, and the most important 
influence is the photoperiod, which 
determines when the plants will mature 
and if they'll mature before killing frosts 
arrive. For outdoor gardeners, this is the 
most important consideration, because 
if the plants don't mature in time, you're 
left with only leaf or immature buds to 
harvest. You're better off growing a less 
potent but good variety that completes 
maturation rather than a super-potent 
variety that won't mature in time. 
Indoors you need not worry about when 
the plants would naturally flower since 
you control the photoperiod and hence 
maturation. 

For straightforward growing or for 
sophisticated breeding programs, three 
primary characteristics are most 
important to all marijuana growers: 
potency, time of maturation, and yield. 


Some secondary characteristics to 
consider are fragrance and taste, 
hardiness and resistance to disease, 
bud formation and ease of manicure, 
and the quality of the high (i.e., an 
energizing versus a debilitating high, to 
name two extremes). 

Under natural light, time of 
maturation for the most part depends on 
the latitude from which the stock 
originated and the local photoperiod. In 
general, the farther from the equator a 
stock originated, the earlier it flowers 
and ripens. The actual time of 
maturation varies also with the local 
conditions to which the variety is 
accustomed. For instance, if the plants 
have acclimated at a high altitude, they 
may mature up to a month before their 
cousins at sea level, even though they 
are at the same latitude. This is why 
varieties from roughly the same area 
can differ significantly as to when they 
ripen. The best stocks for breeding for 
early maturation are South African, 
Afghani, Pakistani, American weedy 
hemp, Chinese, and ruderalis varieties. 

The second consideration, which is 
potency, may come from any variety 
worldwide, since potency does not 
depend on origin, and any marijuana 
variety or stock may be exceptionally 
potent, 

Yield from individual plants is not 
usually a major consideration when you 
are choosing a variety to grow unless 
you're growing outdoors. Indoors you 
can fill your garden with healthy plants 
and space limitations restrict yield more 
than varietal differences do. Even 
indoors though, you'll find that certain 
varieties outgrow and outproduce 
others. The yield under lights depends 
mostly on how tightly buds form along 
branches and how tightly the individual 
buds grow. This is one important reason 
why many growers prefer indicas to 
Sativas (especially Southeast Asian 
sativas), because indicas tend to grow 
more compactly and their buds are 
thicker and heavier. 

Once successful growing becomes 
routine, you'll want to experiment with 
breeding and developing your personal 
hybrid stock. Breeding for exceptional 
potency, unusual looking plants, or 
different tastes and highs is what gets 
experienced growers enthusiastic. 
Besides great smoke, it's fascinating 
fun, and Cannabis is one of the most 
responsive plants you can breed. 


Marijuana 
Varieties 


Colombian. Colombian is the tropical 
sativa standard for most pot and pot 
growers. Everyone is familiar with 
Colombian marijuana, and it is a 
consistent performer. Colombian grows 
alittle slower, slightly shorter and more 


compact than standard Mexican. Ina 
perfect environment with room to grow, 
a Colombian may reach 16 feet tall and 
yield five pounds of buds after only a 
six-month growing season. Usually, 
Colombians are conical or classically 
Christmas-tree shaped, with the longest 
branches at the bottom of the plant. 
Colombians have the typical form of 
sativa leaves and branching profile. 
Some Colombians grow their longest 
branches at the middle or upper reaches 
of the plant and and the branches grow 
more upward than outward. The matured 
females exhibit a robust oval or 
diamond shaped profile. When 
Colombian is good it can be very, very 
good. Above all, the growth and potency 
of Colombian plants is consistent, 
making it a good candidate for both 
experienced and inexperienced 
growers. 

Colombian is one of those seed 
sources where the homegrown can turn 
out to be more potent than the original 
pot. Commercial Colombian pot growers 
practice some of the worst of curing and 
drying procedures, which degrade THC 
to less active CBN. Homegrowers might 
be pleasantly surprised to find that their 
homegrown is about 20 to 50 percent 
stronger than the original grass. 

Mexican. Mexican can turn out to be 
the best selection that you've planted 
Mexicans tend to grow fast and tall, and 
they thrive under less intense light than 
Colombian, Thai, and most African 
varieties; so they do well under artificial 
lights or in partially shaded 
greenhouses. If you have good Mexican, 
particularly a Mexican that you really 
want to experience again, then planta 
sizable proportion of your garden with 
Mexican seeds. 

Mexicans are most often classically 
sativa, with symmetric, conical, 
Christmas-tree shapes, although 
because of continual importation, 
almost any variety is possible from 
Mexican seeds. Mexicans grow fast: the 
largest sinsemilla plant I've seen was a 
California-grown Mexican which was 22 
feet tall and yielded more than seven 
Ibs. of sinsemilla. 

The appearance and growth habit of 
Mexican and some Nepalese is very 
similar; many Mexicans look as if they 
originated from Nepalese stock. Buds 
tend to be well-formed, but sometimes 
“feathery”, and usually they're 
deliciously sweet or sometimes spicy. 
The high is cerebral, spacey, and 
energizing, but not especially long- 
lasting. One Mexican variety grown 
often in California has a distinctive 
metallic taste, and is called 
“Ironweed.” 

Southest Asian. Thai, Laotian, and 
Cambodian varieties. although enticing, 
should be avoided or planted 
experimentally, especially indoors. 
Raise only a few Southeast Asians, 
because about half the time, these 
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edling with cotyledons (rounded leaves) and first set of true leaves (above them). Research indicate 
that mechanical damage of the cotyledons may increase resistance to diseases and pests. 


Smalipox has been a scourge of human- 
kind since the dawn of history. ltis caused 
by a virulent virus which is transferred by 
infected people and contaminated arti- 
cles. The movement to end smallpox got 
a boost in 1796, when Edward Jenner, an 
English physician, scratched the skin of a 
little girl with a needle infected with cow- 
pox, a much less virulent virus. The little 
girl came down with a mild case of cow- 
Pox but was immunized against the more 
serious disease. The age of vaccination 
had begun. 

In 1984 the disease was eliminated 
from Planet Earth, when the last victim of 
smallpox recovered. (The project was co- 
ordinated by the United Nations World 
Health Organization. When somebody 
tells you the UN has never done anything 
for humanity, you can set them straight). 

Vaccination against specific diseases 
has become standard medical and ve- 
terinary practice in animals. But very little 
work has been done regarding plant im- 
munization. The mechanism in animals is 
fairly well understood. In order to be im- 
munized, the individual must be exposed 
to an agent. Then it designs specific 
structures which recognize the patho- 
gens. The receptor sites on the outside of 
various cells and structures (antibodies, 
macrophages and other structures such 
as helper T cells) in the blood match the 
various infectious agents’ specific chem- 
istry, sort of like a lock and key. Once the 
alien material is locked into the structure, 
then it proceeds to eat or destroy the 
invader. 

Researchers have not found a similar 
mechanism in plants, so there have been 
few attempts at immunizing them. How- 
ever, for the past 40 years researchers 
have reported that plants do undergo a 
immunization process. Plant immunity 
does not seem to be specific the way ani- 
mals’ immunity is. 

Researchers have found that: 

A restricted fungi or wilt infection lo- 
wered the damage from later attacks. 

Plants infected with a mild strain of 
fungi were protected from attacks by a 
more damaging strain.” 

Spider mites did better on plants whose 
cotyledons had not been attacked (the 
controls) by spider mites than on plants 
which had. Cotyledons are the first 
leaves to emerge on a seedling. Mari- 
juana and other dicot plants have two. 

Mechanical damage to the cotyledons 
increased resistance to spider mites.‘ 

In the February 6, 1987 issue of the 
magazine ‘Science’, researchers R. Kar- 
ban, R. Adamchak and W. Schnathorst

discuss a series of experiments that they 
performed.” 

First they took a cotton variety which 
was resistant to a particular strain of vas- 
cular wilt. After the cotyledons had ex- 
panded, each plant was infested with 
eight female spider mites. Each plant was 
covered to isolate it. After 14 days, the 
plants, both controls and experimental, 
were treated with kelthane (which con- 
tains DDT, so do not use it) to kill the 
mites. Fourteen days after that the plants 
were injected with the vascular wilt. 

The first time the experiment was tried 
80 plants were used, 40 controls, and 40 
infected plants. Eleven of the controls 
and five of the infected plants developed 
wilt. The experiment was repeated three 
times. The second time there were 22 
controls and 25 plants were infected with 
mites. Seventeen of the controls and 11 
of the exposed plants developed wilt. The 
third time the experiment was repeated, 
there were 16 controls and 15 experimen- 
tal plants. All of the controls and eight of 
the exposed plants developed wilt. The 
fourth time there were 22 controls and 
eight experimental plants. Thirteen of the 
controls and three of the experimental 
plants developed wilt. 

In all there were a total of 100 controls 
and 88 infected plants. Fifty-seven of the 
controls and 27 of the experimental 
plants developed wilt. This comes to 57% 
and 31%, respectively. The experimental 
plants were 46% less likely to develop wilt 
than the controls. The researchers also 
found that, “a smaller percentage of leaf 
tissue developed chlorosis or necrosis 
...0n plants that had been exposed to 
mites.” In another experiment, Karban 
found that the immunity was systemic, 
that is it functioned throughout the plant, 
even on plant parts that grew subsequent 
to the eradication of the mite infection. It 
lasted for at least 60 days.” 

‘A second experiment was tried. First 
the wilt resistant plants were innoculated 
with the wilt. Seven days later, three fe- 
male mites were placed on each plant 
The plants infected with the wilt were 
smaller and had less leaf surface area, 
but they also supported much smaller 
Populations of mites than the controls. 
The experiment was performed twice. 
Fourteen days later the mites were 
counted on each plant. The controls aver- 
aged about 525 mites and the exposed 
plants about 95 mites per plant. The ex- 
perimental plants were about 275 and 
about 30 mites per plant, respectively. 

Since the plants were still infected with 
the wilt when mites were added, the re- 
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searchers cannot be sure what caused 
the resistance to the mites, the plant itself 
or the wilt. 

The researchers note that the immunity 
is not organism specific, but seems to 
have “deleterious effects on a wide va- 
riety of organisms that subsequently 
challenge the plant.” They propose 
several possibilities that promote resist- 
ance. the first is that the most desireable 
nutrients are depleted by the first organ- 
isms to attack the plant. A second possi- 
bility is that the plant may produce 
chemicals that affect a variety of preda- 
tors and infectious agents. They note that 
tannins and iso-flavinoids (including 
pyrethrum) are part of plants’ chemical 
arsenal against predators. 

What does all this mean to the plant 
grower? There are several simple ways 
of applying this information. One way to 
increase plants’ resistance to mites, in- 
sects and fungi might be to stimulate re- 
sistance to predators artificially. As noted 
earlier, Karban reported previously that 
limited human inflicted physical damage 
increased plants resistance to mites.‘ 
Perhaps wounding the cotyledons with a 
razor or very sharp knife by making one 
or two shallow cuts on each cotyledon or 
a few pinpricks will increase the plants’ 
resistance to pests and disease. Before 
performing surgery and each time a scal- 
pel moves to a new plant, the instrument 
should be sterilized using rubbing alco- 
hol, and then dried. 

This method of plant immunization will 
not prevent pests, but it may slow them 
down and help the plant resist them. 

This information also may explain part 
of the complex set of relationships that 
keep things in balance in natural eco-sys- 
tems. In nature, plants are continually at- 
tacked by predators, but an equilibrium is 
reached, which allows the plant to survive 
and reproduce. Plants which continually 
experience low grade attacks are likely to 
keep their immunological responses, 
(probably a chemical bullet or arsenal) 
working full blast. 

This works in favor of growers who use 
biological controls such as mite predators 
or trichogamma wasps (for whitetlies). 
The plants are continually being attacked 
on a controlled basis by herbivores which 
are in turn attacked by predators. The 
predators help to keep the herbivore pop- 
ulation down, but the plants’ induced re- 
sistance also helps to keep the 
population in check. Researchers do not 
know exactly how the mite populations 
are reduced by immunized plants. Does 
the plant produce chemicals which delay 
maturation, lower reproductive abilities, 
or mess with the pests’ metabolism? In 
any case a low grade infection, kept to 
minimum levels using biological agents, 
may very well immunize plants against 
more serious infections, including unre- 
lated species of pests.

GOING INDOORS 
Dear Ed, 

| am an experienced outdoor grower 
and | would like to start an indoor garden. 

My grow room measures 20' x 9' with a 
barnlike arched roof 13’ high in the center 
and 10'at the sides. 

How should | proceed regarding lights, 
CO, and system? 
—0.M.

The room should be divided into two 
sections, the vegetative-clone sec- 
tion, comprising about '/s of the space, 
and the flowering room, which takes 
up the other %. 

The mother plants and the clones 
both are held in the vegetative section. 
The mothers are kept small and conti- 
nually trimmed of branches, sort of 
like a hedge. 

The clones are placed in the flower- 
ing room when they are about 10” high. 
Plants are kept close together, 1-4 
plants per foot. 

There is no need to use any lamps 
but HPS, which are the most efficient 
source of complete spectrum light 


available. The 5’ x9" room, 45 square 
feet, can be lit by one 400-watt lamp. 
The mother plants are placed in the 
center, the brightest area, and the 
clones are put around the edges. 

The flowering room, measuring 
15’ x9’, 135 square feet, should be lit 
by one 1000-watt light for each 50-100 
square feet, although some growers 
use even closer spacing. Two lights 
would provide coverage at the rate of 
one light per 67.5 feet. The lights 
should be placed on movers. 

CO, should be used. If the space is 
cold, a CO, generator-heater might be 
appropriate, otherwise a CO, tank and 
regulator should be used to maintain 
high CO, levels. This increases plant 
growth for very little money. 

As far as a system is concerned, my 
feeling is KISS—Keep It Simple, Stu- 
pid! All kinds of systems work well, 
from the simplest, organic materials in 
a pot, to the most advanced NFT sys- 
tems. The problem with sophisticated 
systems which require the frequent 
movement of water is that when they 
break down, which they often do, the 
plants can get messed up very easily. 
‘Simple methods such as drip watering 
systems can be constructed with re- 
latively little effort and are easy to 
operate, maintain and fix. Passive sys- 
tems are even easier, because they re- 
quire no water movement.

Before 
adding more light make sure that they 
are getting adequate CO,, that the hu- 
midity is kept down to 50% and that the 
room is cool enough. If those condi- 
tions are met, the light can be in- 
stalled. However, its effects will 
probably be marginal. 


MERCURY VAPOR 
Dear Ed, 

Do mercury vapor lamps emit good 
spectrums for growing?

No. Mercury vapor lamps emit very lit- 
tle blue or red spectrum light, which is 
the light a plant uses most efficiently. 
Some mercury ballasts can be retrofit- 
ted with metal halide (MH) or high 
pressure sodium (HPS) conversion 
bulbs. 


BEGINNER’S ADVICE—TRY 
A SPLIT-LEVEL 


Dear Ed, 

Iwant to start growing. My closets 8' in 
height, 2/2’ wide and 4” long. What kind of 
set-up should | get?

You would probably do best by divid- 
ing the space into two areas, one 3’ 
and one 5’ high. The shorter space 
could be lit by a 150-watt high pres- 
‘sure sodium lamp (HPS) or four 4’ cool 
white fluorescents. The taller space 
could be lit by a 400-watt HPS. The 
shorter space is used for germinating 
seed during the first generation and 
growing clones after that. It is lit con- 
tinuously. The taller space will be used 
solely for flowering the plants and is 
‘on 12 hours a day. 

The simplest, most inexpensive 
method for a beginning grower is to 
use a passive watering system such 
as described in "No Sweat Hydro- 
ponics”” in the June '88 issue of HIGH 
TIMES. 


GROWING FLOWERS

STRESSING MALES?

Males do not reverse sex when 
stressed, females do. Since plants 
have a marginal survival rate under 
stressful conditions, creating pollen 
increases the chances of survival in 
three ways. First, the plant may fertil- 
ize itself, so that more of the original 
plant's genetic material is preserved. 
Secondly, the plant may fertilize other 
plants in its population. This gives the 
plant the advantage of both dropping 
‘seed and competing to fertilize other 
females. Most importantly, the pollen 
can fertilize a plant outside of the 
threatened population, transferring 
the genes to a new population.

THE VINEGAR SOLUTION 
Dear Ed, 

No Name, No City's letter (Oct. '88 
HIGH TIMES) about vinegar and baking 
soda to produce CO, was a brilliant idea. 
Mixing vinegar (dilute acetic acid) with a 
slurry of baking soda (sodium bicarbon- 
ate) is a fantastic low technology way to 
produce CO, on demand. 

There are several advantages to this 
technique. 

(1) Waste products are simply dis- 
posed of down the toilet without hurting 
the environment. 

(2) There is no burning of hydro-car- 
bons such as gas or oil, which produce 
pollution. 

(3) No heat is produced, so less has to 
be removed from the grow-room 

(4) This technique is more convenient 
than lugging big, heavy CO, cylinders. 

(5) Purchasing baking soda and vine- 
gar at your local supermarket and tran- 
sporting these items in grocery bags 
garners a lot less attention than the 
tanks. 

(6) You don't have to purchase an ex- 
pensive gas regulator-metering device. 

Producing CO, by fermenting sugar is 
interesting, but a molecule of CO, from 
fermentation costs more than the vine- 
gar/baking soda method and fermenta- 
tion requires more maintenance. 

My grow closet is 2'x3'x3'. | use a 
150-watt HPS for all stages of growth, | 
feel it is necessary to supplement the 
closed environment with CO, to enhance 
the growth rate. The space has virtually 
no ventilation. 

\ put "9 of a cup of baking soda in a2.25 
quart pitcher, cover with a minimum 
amount of water to make a slurry of bak- 
ing soda. | built a little platform on the 
pitcher mouth which holds an 8-ounce 
cup of vinegar. The cup has a strip of tis- 
sue placed in the inside bottom which ex- 
tends over the top and below the bottom, 
80 that it acts as a siphon. It takes several 
hours to drain the cup, one drop every 15- 
30 seconds, into a pitcher. | add more vin- 
egar to the cup as needed. When the 
pitcher is nearly full, | simply pour the con- 
tents down the toilet and refill the cup and 
pitcher.

Art, as most of us know it, has 
something to do with expressing 
one’s subjective inner reali 
The truly high art, however. 
something more. The 
Kalachakra, or “Wheel of Time” 
sand mandala, may well be the 
most perfect, wise and 
meaningful work of art that any 
of us will ever know. Made by 
senior Tibetan monks (one, 
Lobsang Samten, a personal 
attendant to the Dalai Lama), the 
Kalachakra is about an inner 
truth that is transeendent—a 
great, ancient wisdom that not 
only penetrates into the depths of 
being, but extends far out to the 
furthest limits of consciousness, 
as well. It is an entire cosmology, 
brilliantly constructed cosmology 
in which the internal and external 
spheres are balanced and 
interdependent—separate, yet

one. The making of the mandala 
goes back centuries, to the 
Buddha himself, who taught it to 
his monks. The monks, in turn, 
continued teaching it as the 
iconographic representation of 
one of Buddha’s most essential 
texts, as part of a ritual ceremony 
of tantric initiation, handing it 
down as an artistic tradition, 
from generation to generation, 
uninterrupted through time. This 
past summer, at the Museum of 
Natural History in New York, 
some 50,000 plus viewers 
witnessed the first-ever public 
presentation of this ancient, 
secret practi The event was as 
magnificent and as pain-staking 
as the mandala itself. For more 
than six weeks, three monks 
labored intensively over the six- 
foot-in-diameter mandala, 
creating it one grain of sand at a 
time. Then, in a wonderfully 
modest and non-materialisti 
gesture, the Kalachakra was 
swept up, carried over and 
dumped into the Hudson River— 
revealing to those of us who could 
not read it in the mandala, that all 
things in life are interconnected 
and temporal.

In just 
such a spirit of global ecological 
awareness, some of the swept-up 
sand was given to the sloop 
Clearwater, a sailing vessel 
dedicated to the preservation of 
our waters.

It is the palace of the 
Kalachakra deity, a home for his 
wisdom, of some 722 r lent 
deities, and of the four elements;

from stock developed in the 1970s bya 
breeder in the San Francisco Bay area 

Many growers immediately associate 
the name Durban or South African with 
very early maturing, potent stock. In 
practice, neither of these assumptions 

is true. There are South Africans that are 
practically worthless for marijuana, and 
others that are some of the best the 
world has to offer. South African 
varieties may mature very quickly or 
they may hang on indefinitely before 
ripening, mimicking the latest-maturing 
of the equatorial varieties. Most South 
African that you might come across 
probably is descended from the “Durban 
Poison” developed in the 1970s in 
California 

The unnamed breeder had two 
primary concerns—high potency and 
early flowering—and he succeeded 
wonderfully with both goals. This stock 
is perfect for the indoor gardener no 
matter what the growing conditions. 
This Durban Poison strain has broad leaf 
blades almost like Afghani but long 
internodes like sativas. Stigmas may be 
pure white, red, pink, ora delicate 
purple. Branches grow with differing 
lengths like Thai, and the profile may be 
from an eight-foot ovoid down to a four- 
foot squat bush. This Durban is fast- 
growing, hardy, very early to mature, 
very potent, tastily sweet or spicy, and 
fragrant. What more could a grower 
ask? A last caution: of the six original 
varieties from South Africa that this 
breeder grew, only one variety, and only 
two out of 16 female plants from this 
variety, were worthwhile for breeding. 

North African and Mideastern. 
(Morocco, Turkey, Lebanon, Iran and 
Iraq.) Most of these marijuana varieties 
have been cultivated for hashish rather 
than marijuana. These plants tend to be 
very resinous, but much of the resin 
consists of nonpsychoactive 
cannabinoids such as CBD. 

There are innumerable varieties from 
Central Asia and Northern Africa, and 
they range from very short (under four 
feet) to fairly tall (up to 14 feet). Some 
unusual varieties have sativa-like 
leaves. Other unusual varieties have 
broad, indica leaf blades and reach up 
to ten feet tall. If you have original 
potent stock, it should do well under 
lights. Northern African or Mideastern 
stock may also produce an abundance 
of CBD. a cannabinoid that had been 
suspected of altering or influencing the 
quality of the overall high. although this 
assumption has been refuted by recent 
research. Apparently CBD has little if 
any effect on the overall high. I've never 
found any Northern African or 
Mideastem strains that were 
exceptional, but other growers have told 
me of good Lebanese and Moroccan 
stock. @

The 
reflector may have to be modified, too. 
Another solution is to use circular flu- 
‘orescent tubes which screw into in- 
candescent receptacles. Use about 
‘one lamp per square foot. 

To conserve space and maintain the 
most area for the roots, use trays 
about 4” deep filled with potting mix. 
Plants should be spaced about 4 per 
‘square foot and put into flowering 
when they are 6” tall.

deleterious effects. By allowing 
controlled, regulated availability, the 
high profit incentives were removed and 
the allure of the harder drugs was 
reduced, Attraction for harder drugs 
decreased 

Even in the US, the elimination of 
marijuana from prohibition has 
contributed to a net reduction in 
marijuana use. Eleven states 
encompassing one-third of our total 
population have taken this course in the 
last ten years. The resultant reduction in 
marijuana use in these states have been 
impressive. 

Never in history has a society been 
able to totally prohibit the consumption 
and use of consciousness-altering 
substances. Profit always insures that 
someone will be in the illegal trade and 
that when one person is removed, 
someone new will come in to take their 
place. Blackmarket profits lead to 
marketing, competition, violence and 
corruption. Legal availability separates 
the soft user from the hard user, removes 
profit as a driving force behind the 
market, and brings the underground to 
light, thereby placing it under greater 
control 

It is clear that we will not stamp out 
drugs by the application of brute force 
We must recognize that ali drugs are not 
the same and we must act accordingly 
We should not be criminalizing tens of 
millions of our citizens because they 
prefer to use marijuana 

Marijuana is a mild consciousness- 
altering substance that is nonaddictive 
and relatively or comparatively 
nondeleterious when compare 
alcohol or tobacco. Its regulated 
availability ought to be allowed 

Americans respond to honesty and 
education, Let us be honest and remove 
marijuana from its current prohibition. 
Let us not jump it together with other 
more harmful substances. It is different 
Let us admit this truth. It is less harmful. 
Let us say so. Let us use the funds that 
we can save from this failed marijuana 
policy to educate and treat those who 
need it. 

Education has led to an overall 
reduction in the consumption of tobacco 
hard liquor, red meats and fatty foods. 
Americans are becoming healthy, not 
because it is a crime to be unhealthy, but 
because education is telling them it is the 
right thing to do. Let us take our dollars 
out of criminalizing tens of millions of 
our people for a choice of lifestyle and 
put that money into education so that the 
people can learn the truth about such 
Substances as crack, heroin, and PCP. 

Let those who wish it, have treatment 
available. Let us give them someplace to 
turn other than a jail ceil 

We can achieve ail of this by making 
marijuana available in a controlled and 
regulated system.

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HT: All you need to get off the charge is 
for one person on the jury to agree, 
right? 

BM: Well, there's places you can win 
twelve out of twelve, if you can make 
your case. 

HT: But all you need is one. They can 
hang the jury. 


BM: You can be re-tried in that case. I 
don't think it's impossible to get twelve 
cout of twelve, if you carefully prepare 
your argument. And, of course, if your 
case is without complicating factors. 

HT: Such as? 

BM: Other drugs. 

HT: Although I've hoped for such a 
chance myself, all the cases I've been 
called to be ajuror for in New York have 
been murder cases or robberies. 

BM: Out in the sticks you get plenty of 
farmer trials. In a state like New York 
one of the reasons they can't put heavy 
crack dealers away is that the spaces in 
the prisons are all taken up by the 
farmers from upstate, 

HT: It's incredible to me that the courts. 
continue to waste so much time and 
effort on marijuana cases, and that pot is 
still illegal. 

BM: There are people in Congress whose 
personal inclinations are in favor,of gun 
control who'd never vote that way 
because they know what the NRA 
(National Rifle Association) can do to 
them. The pot vote at this point doesn’t 
have anything like that level of 
organization. There's as many pot 
smokers as there are gun owners. 

HT: Probably more. 

BM: There are as many pot smokers as 
gun owners. Congress is obviously 
willing to walk all over us, but they won't 
touch the gun owners. The difference is 
gun owners have an organization that 
can actually dump ten thousand letters 
from a Congressman’s district on his 
desk in a week 

HT: Why don’t you think pot smoker: 
bother to writing letters to Congressmen 
or getting involved in any kind of real 
activism? 

BM: One set is seared to have it come out 
they're pot smokers; another set thinks it 
won't do any good, and perhaps a subset 
of that, the more sophisticated, those 
who might send letters, don't know of 
any time when it would particularly do 
any good. We don’t have enough 
communication to do a concerted letter- 
writing campaign, and individual letters 
help less than a large pile dumped on a 


desk in a particular week. 
HT: But that's what the NRA can do. 

BM: Right. They can, on very short notice, 
do amass mailing to people who will 
actually sit down and write a letter to 
their Congressman, 

HI: I guess you could compare the NRA 
to NORML, in a way, because they're 
both lobbying groups supported by a 
constituency— 

BH: But one lobby is a lot better- 
supported by their constituency than the 
other, 

HI: Right. Why don't pot heads support 
NORML? It's pretty shocking, really. For 
instance, at the Madison festival, when 
Ed Rosenthal explained the importance 
of people giving money to NORML, most 
people sat on their hands. 

BM: There's a large perception that 
NORML has historically represented the 
interest of the pot lawyers more than the 
pot smokers. They pulled certain 
punches, like, at one point, calling for 
decriminalization, rather than 
legalization, and left the lucrative 
cultivation and sale cases illegal, even in 
places where possession, which was a 
nuisance for attorneys, was taken out of 
the criminal statutes. 

Can we mention the marijuana news 
service? By the time this interview 
appears, we'll hopefully be holding a 
news service and legalization discussion 
board on PeaceNet, a computer network 
based in California and primarily 
devoted to the peace movement. 
Hopefully it will include things like copy 
from sources like HIGH TIMES, 
especially things that “age” too fast to 
make it into the publication as it’s, 
presently structured. It’s giving us a 
chance to write our Congressmen, not 
just in the abstract, but to deal with 
particular bills as their time comes, and 
not just write about them after they've 
passed. 

HT: How can someone hook into this 
BM: Any computer with a modem will do. 


You have to go through PeaceNet to get 
an account. They charge ten dollars a 

month, Their voice phone

Mark Graham, the manager, is very 
npathetic. After getting the account 
with them you dial into TeleNet, which is 
along distance carrier, give the access 
code, which is the TeleNet phone 
number, and that will plug your 
computer into their computer. You ¢ 
read copy from other people, or post 
your own, They also have a live 
conference capacity, which is not as 
cost-efficient, because you're paying for 
your time, and thinking about what 
you're going to write, then writing, 
instead of just writing things up 
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beforehand and sending off a whole 
package. 

HI: It sounds like Compuserve. You have 
your message boards, and your “CB. 
Radio” boards, which are more fun to be 
on because everything happens live, like 
the phone party lines. 

BM: Yes. Exactly. 

HT: How much will it cost to be online? 
BM: Five dollars an hour evenings and 
weekends, and something like fifteen or 
sixteen dollars daytime. I never bothered 
to learn the figures, because I never use 
it during the daytime. I think it's seven 
dollars an hour on Compuserve. 

HI: Tell us about your “Legal in'89” 
strategy? 

BM: It seems to me that we've been 
talking about changing the laws in the 
abstract. Between now and the fall, if we 
can let politicians know where the 
marijuana vote stands, we can do it. 
We're not talking about changing the law 
someday down the road—it's time to get 
serious. To get serious, let em know we 
mean to see something serious. It's time 
to put a date on it! What's wrong with 
this year? Start calling for some serious 
changes, like bills in state legislatures 
and the Congress this year! Developing 
enough of an organization can make it 
happen. We've screwed around long, 
enough. 

HI: So what's the first thing everyone 
-ading the interview should do as soon 
as they're finished? 

BM: The House of Representatives 

about to resume its hearings on 
legalizing drugs in January. They're 
going to announce the date sometime 
after the dth of January, when they come 
back to session. So it’s a very important 
time to be writing to our 
Congresspeople, particularly to the 
House of Representatives. At this point 
we don’t know what kind of 
comprehensive Drug Bill will come out 
of committee—given what we know 
they'll be choosing between, we know it 
will be awful. It's time to turn that tide 
among our representatives, 

HI: What do people face if they don't 
write to their representatives and 
Senators? 

BM: By the time you're reading this I 
assume they'll have the $10,000 fine for 
possession in place, they'll revoke the 
right to get student loans for drug 
offenders, they're going to pull Social 
Security off of people with any kind of 
drug conviction, including possession, 
and they'll certainly include the death 
penalty for some drug offense 

HI: Which is why HIGH TIMES is calling 
for 1989 to be “The Year of Protest”. This. 
is the year we have to do something. @

We all have our own fixed cliché ideas 
about what past eras were like, especially 
the ‘50s and ‘60s. The ‘40s makes people 
think of World War II, but a post-war year 
like 1949 has always seemed like a drab, 
forgettable time when nothing important 
happened and even the entertainment 
world was in limbo. 

If you take a closer look, a lot was going 
on 40 years ago. Even if we weren't around 
yet, rock and roll was still waiting to 


People with television sets could already 
watch Milton Berle, Candid Camera, and 
Kukla, Fran and Ollie. New TV programs of 
1949 included The Life of Riley (with 
Jackie Gleason, who was replaced after 
‘one year), Captain Video, and The Lone 
Ranger. Kids' action-heros at home spelled 
the end for 12-chapter serials in theatres. 
By 1949 only two studios were still making 
serials. Columbia released three (including 
Batman And Robin) as did Republic 
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the River, based on the novel Amboy 
Dukes, and Gun Crazy, sort of a 


modernized Bonnie and Clyde story that 
still amazes. It was a bad year for 
Hitchcock. His Under Capricorn was a flop 
and its star, Ingrid Bergman left the country 
during a major scandal (she had a baby with 
her future husband before divorcing her 
future ex). A better scandal was Robert 
Mitchum being busted for being at a pot 
party. He had to serve 60 days in jal. It 
didn’t hurt his career a bit. A young actress, 
Lila Leeds who was busted with him, 
cashed in by starring in Wild Weed (a.k.0. 
She Shoulda Said No, a hysteric anti-drug 
movie that’s more fun than the older Reefer 
Madness). 

The Bowery Boys starred in four movies, 
including Master Minds, with a mad doctor

happen, and Hollywood was in a major 
slump. In the real world, Harry Truman, the 
president who made the decision to drop 
the big one, was sworn in for a full term: 
‘Mao became leader of the People’s 
Republic of China. The Federal Republic of 
‘West Germany was founded, and in Asia, 
Indonesia, Laos, and Cambodia became 
independent. The USSR exploded its first 
‘A-bomb and in America, the minimum wage 
went from 40 cents to 75 cents an hour. In 
Camden, NJ, a war hero named Howard 
Unruh killed 13 of his neighbors. In New 
York, Martha Beck and her lover Raymond 
Fernandez were convicted of a series of 
“lonely hearts” murders, killing older 
women for their money. (The Honeymoon 
Killers, 1970, was about that fun couple.) 
In the music world, the Hucklebuck was the 
newest dance craze. RCA introduced the 
first 45 rpm records, and Ray Charles and 
Fats Domino recorded for the first time. 
Hank Williams was on country chorts with 
“Lovesick Blues”. American women wore 
bikinis for the first time. 


(including King Of The Rocketmen). Old 
fashioned detective movies were finished 
The lost entries in the Charlie Chan, 
Boston Blackie, Lone Wolf, Crime Doctor, 
and Falcon series were all in ‘49. More 
realistic crime stories were taking over. It 
was a great year for film noir, and Robert 
Ryan was the best and busiest star. He was 
a sick millionaire, threatening his new 
bride in Caught, a psychotic war vet in Act 
Of Violence, and a boxer who refuses to 
take a dive in Set Up. He was even in | 
Married A Communist! Other classics were 
White Heat with Cagney ("Top o’ the 
world, Ma!”), Criss Cross, with Burt 
Lancaster, He Walked by Night, with 
Richard Basehort, and D.O.A., which was 
recently remade. Nicolas Ray made They 
Live by Night a great road/crime movie, 
‘and Knock On Any Door, with young John 
Derek, as one of the screen's first modern 
juvenile delinquents, being defended in 
court by Bogart. Nineteen forty-nine is 
actually year one for serious JD movies. Do 
whatever is necessary to see City Across 


and a hairy monster. The Three Stooges 
were in seven shorts (with Shemp). Abbott 
and Costello Met the Killer, Boris Karloff 
(that’s actually the title—they left off the 
“e” in “Meet”), and were in Africa Screams 
which featured Shemp, future Stooge Joe 
Besser, and a take off on the current hit 
Mighty Joe Young. Joe, the most fun movie 
of the year, was from the people who made 
King Kong, and featured a bunch of pro 
wrestlers, and Terry Moore, who later 
claimed she had been married to Howard 
Hughes and posed in Playboy. New film 
series in 1949 starred Francis, the Talking 
‘Mule (Mr. Ed’s inspiration), and Ma and Pa 
Kettle. Lex Barker became the new Tarzan 
in Tarzan's Magic Fountain. For more 
serious '49 movies, look for All the King’s 
‘Men about the rise and fall of a 
fictionalized Huey Long (who was dictator 
of Louisiana before he was assassinated), 
and The Third Man with Orson Welles os 
Harry Lime, selling bad penicillin in war- 
torn Vienna for profit, a character who 
would feel at home in 1989. @ 
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Miss Cordell Jackson. 


Last year Sony paid a whopping two 
billion dollars for Columbia Records 
and its subsidiaries. Fine you say. 
send Mikey Jackson, Billy Joel, and 
Paul Simon to Japan for good. I feel 
pretty much the same way, but aside 
from the one good thing about this, 
latest corporate takeover—we'll 
finally get digital audio tape (DAT) 
machines in America (something 
infinitely more useful than those 
lousy CD's they're shoving down our 
throats)—it means that much of the 
great stuff in Columbia's vault may 
never become available. Because 
when you're spending two bil ona 
record company you have to worry 
about whether Michael Jackson's next 
one is gonna sell a hundred million 
“units” or not. Things like alternate 
takes of Robert Johnson (which 
Columbia has, but never issued, 
although it's all been bootlegged a 
couple of times) and restoring the 
drums to The Stooges’ Raw Power are 
strictly small ‘tators. 

Rock ‘n' roll has always been the 
domain of small labels and if you are 
asking yourself why everything that 
passes itself off as r&r these days is 
such homogenized excrement, take a 


look at the corporate super-structures 
that control distribution, airplay, the 
press, etc. These conglomerates are 
run much like banks. (They look at 
recording advance as an initial 
investment to be held against an 
artist's royalties, etc.). The odds of 
something raw and exciting fighting 
its way through the geek accountants 
is pretty unlikely. Independent record 
labels (those without the benefit of a 
major distribution system such as 
those owned and operated by 
Columbia, Warner/Atlantic, RCA, 
Capitol, MCA or Polygram) have 
always found the going tough, from 
getting their product into the stores to 
(especially) getting paid by one-stop 
distributors, but that's always where 
rock 'n' roll has flourished. The great 
old rock ‘n’ roll indies are mostly 
gone. Chess is owned by MCA 
(bought in a sleazy mafia deal fora 
mere million bucks last year, eight 
million less than it sold for back in 
1970, go forth and figure. . .), Sun and 
Vee Jay lay virtually dormant in 
America (although Charley records of 
England has done a great job of re- 
issuing old material on the former, 
not such a great job on the latter), 
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Imperial is owned by Capitol which 
never even saw fit to put together a 
good Fats Domino re-issue, etc. Ad 
infinitum . 

Moon records of Memphis, 
Tennessee is still owned and 
operated by its founder Cordell 
Jackson and, while Sony may never 
pay two billion for it, it keeps the 
traditional homemade rock '‘n’ roll 
spirit alive in its own small way. 

Miss Cordell Jackson began with a 
one-track recording machine issuing 
rockabilly singles on Moon in the late 
‘SOs. These discs include some of the 
most unusual and excellent records of 
the era—"Dateless Night” by Allen 
Page, “Leopard Man" by Joe Wallace, 
“Outta Tune” by the Big Four—not 
household names but ones that make 
collectors’ palms sweaty—for they 
are the sound of real rock ‘n’ roll, the 
kind that big corporations want no 
part of. 

In addition to her job of owning, 
operating and producing Moon discs, 
Cordell was and is ¢ musician and 
songwriter in her own right. The last 
two Moon sides issued bear her 
name—Cordell Jackson—"Knockin’ 
Sixty” a four-song EP of her guitar 
instrumentals, and "Football Widow”,

Souther cities in the late ‘70s. Fine 
discs they are, but nothing could 
prepare you for the shock of her live 
performances. Cordell, age 65, 
looking every bit the genteel southern 
lady that she is in her pink silk dress 
and rhinestone-framed glasses, 
plays some of the nastiest, bluesiest, 
most distorted guitar to be heard in 
the last 30 years. Her over-amplified 
boogie can only be compared to great 
and crazy Memphis guitar players of 
the past: Pat Hare (who recorded with 
Muddy Waters, James Cotton and 
others before fulfilling the prophesy 
of his own song “I'm Gonna Murder 
My Baby”—he died in prison for it); 
Willie Johnson (who lends more than 
adash of psychosis to Howlin’ Wolf's 
early Memphis sides) and Pau! 
Burlison (first over-distorted white 
man when he recorded with the 
Johnny Burnette Trio in the mid-’S0s, 
today he can be heard with the Sun 
Rhythm Section, still playing fine 
R&R guitar). Midway through one of 
her grinding instrumentals like 
"Memphis Moon Rock” or "Knockin’ 
60" Cordell may look up from her 
fretboard long enough to absorb the 
pure violence in her tone and smile 
faintly the knowledge found only in 
the invocation of a sound, the kind 
you can’t hear much anymore. Baby, 
that's rock ‘n’ roll. Moon records are
